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It is obvious that the abuse of the materials 
used as antichlor in paper manufacturing is the 
direct consequence of the ignorance of the chemi- 
cal actions and proportions in applying the 
materials. 

It will therefore be very useful to paper- 
makers to examine these matters carefully, and 
it will be the object of this article to state the 
different chemical actions, and to point out the 
danger of the abuse of antichlor. 

We will consider the following substances: 
Sulphite of soda, hyposulphite of soda, proto- 
chloride of tin, ammonia, and hydro carbures 
(gas, benzole, naphtha, &c). It is, of course, of 


great importance for the use of antichlor to con- |

sider first the bleaching material. 
stanees the chloride of lime, or the chlorine as 
such, seems to resist all competition, though 
other suggestions, like aluminium or zinc hypo- 
chloride, deserve careful experiments before re- 
jecting. 

Whatever may be the form in which the 
bleaching material is applied, the chief point re- 
mains—the distribution of a certain amount cf 
chlorine or hypochloric acid on the paper-making 
material, and the excess to be removed without 
injuring the paper. Comparing the power of 
different sorts of antichlor to decompose chlorine 
compounds, we find the following proportions:

According to the atomic weights, we find thus 
that 252 parts of crystaliised sulphite of soda 
make 71 parts of chlorine inoffensive, respectively 
transforming them into hydrochloric acid, which 
has to be converted by carbonate of soda into 
chloride of sodium.

Supposing we use on one cwt. of paper mate- 
rial one pound of chloride of lime, with 35 per 
cent. active chlorine, we shall want, according 
to the above equations, and making the whole 
quantity of chlorine inactive, 1 lb. 4 oz. of sul- 
phite of soda. The chlorine present (5 3-5 oz.), 
corresponds with 6 oz. hydrochloric acid, which 
wants ‘¢ lb. of carb. of soda cryst. for being 
converted into chloride of sodium. 

These cyphers are of course maxima which 
are never obtained, because a certain portion of 
the chlorine has been absorbed by the paper 
material. This portion will depend upon the 
nature of the coloring matter and the material 
itself. It is of great importance to know ex- 
actly the point when the active chlorine is re- 
moved. If the iodine-starch paper is not col- 
ored in a neutralized sample of the liquor, this 
point is reached. The antichlor process has then 
to be stopped, and the liquors to be carefully 
neutralized. 

Il.—Hyposulphite of Soda. 

By using this salt as antichlor we have the fol- 
lowing equations:

Starting from the same quantity of chloride of 
lime (1 Ib. 35 per cent.), we want, according to 
equation (1) only 445 oz. of hyposulph. of soda 
as maximum for the whole amount of chlorine 
(5 3-5 oz.) But for neutralizing the sulphuric 
acid, we want 414 oz., and for the hydrochloric 
acid ¢ lb. of carb. of soda cryst. Comparing this 
with the use of sulphite of soda, we find the pro- 
portion of 1 lb. 4 0z. soda sulphite to 4 4-5 oz. of 
soda hyposulph. and of ‘¢ Ib. of carb) of soda 
eryst. to 1 lb. 4 oz. 

The great advantage of using soda-hyposulph. 
is therefore evident, as the greater consumption 
of soda carb. is of not. much consequence, owing 
to its low price, compared with the other salts,

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But great care will have to be taken to avoid any |

Or 225 parts of iiteiinaitiy of tin make 71 
parts of chlorine inactive. There is no great 
danger, except the loss of valuable material, in 
using an excess of this antichlor, but as it is 
generally applied in hydrochloric acid solution, 
the last trace of this will have to be neutralised 
with carbonate of soda to prevent any decom- 
posing action on the paper material. Taking, 
again, 1 lb. of chloride of lime of 35 per cent., 
we want for neutralizing the whole quantity of 
free chlorine 1 lb. 2 oz. of protochloride of tin, 
besides a certain quantity of hydrochloric acid, 
and its equivalent of soda-carbonate. 

The ammonia solution, which T. Koll in Ger- 
many introduced as antichlor in 1868, has the 
great objection of being very expensive, though 
comparatively smal! quantities are required for 
neutralising a certain amount of chlorine. But 
being so extremely volatile, a great part would 
escape, and, on a large scale, incur heavy losses. 
Perhaps a mixture of chloride of ammouia and 
lime would be worth while to experiment with. 
In 1818 a paper maker at Guntramsdorf, in Aus- 
tria, tried to introduce gas as antichlor, and it is 
a pity that not much is known about his experi- 
ments; certainly it deserves careful attention, 
and, except its explosive qualities, there can 
scarcely be any material imagined which would 
be easier to be had, and less offensive in its own 
action on the paper as well as in the products it 
gives with chlorine.

complete by experiments—is, that of all mate- 
rials up to the present time used in large quan- 
tities, the hyposulphite of soda seems to be the 
cheapest, and, if used properly and not in ex- 
cess, the most effective. As the use of this ma- 
terial is enormous, and as it is for paper makers 
of the greatest importance to have it in good 
condition at a low price, it would be well if large 
paper making establishments could manufacture 
it themselves; and there is scarcely any article 
which, if manufactured in the proper manner, 
can give such large profits as hyposulphite of 
soda, especially if the main product is consumed 
on the spot. The process which gives the largest 
profits is to decompose sulphide of calcium (ob- 
tained by boiling sulphur with quick lime) with 
sulphurous acid gas, and to treat the solution of 
hyposulphite of lime thus obtained with car- 
bonate of soda. Two valuable by-products are 
the result—sulphur in the fine precipitated state, 
as well as chalk, for both of which there is a 
large demand, and the hyposulphite of soda re- 
mains in solution. The paper maker need not 
evaporate this solution, and avoids thus a con- 
siderable loss in fuel, which he has, of course, to 
pay for by buying the crystals of the trade salt.

These analyses show that the kaolin contains 
besides the main constituent (silicate of alumina) 
only a small proportion of impurities. The rela- 
tively small quantity of soda in comparison with 
the percentage of potassa, proves that the kao- 
lin of Kiukiaug has resulted from the weather- 
ing of a rock rich in potash.

Novelty in Flooring Tiles. 





The London Building News states that at the 
Bavarian Industrial Museum may be seen a col- 
lection of square tiles of asphalt prepared by a 
new process, and intended for floorings. The 
tiles are ornamented with mosaic, in white china 
or colored glass, which may be arranged accord- 
ing to any design. The drawing to be reproduced 
is traced on a sheet of thick paper, which is af- 
terward covered with the various fragments of 
china or glass, which will form the mosaic; a 
border is made to the sheet, and boiling asphalt 


poured upon it. After the whole is cooled, the 
paper is taken away with cold water, and the | 
tile is finished. A flooring covered with such 
tiles bound together by a string of asphalt ap- 
pears to have been made by a single melting, 
and has a good appearance. It indefinitely re- 
sists damp, and is consequently useful in bath 
rooms, halls of houses and balconies.

Sugwevel Metallic Sky light. 


The metallic skylight herewith illustrated ‘is | 
the product of an improvement in manufacture 
by Bickelhoupt Bros., New York. In addition 
to this skylight a ventilator is also shown, and 
both of these are thought to be perfectly suited 
to the requirements of a paper mill. The manu- 
facturers acknowledge that the idea of a metal- | 
lic skylight is old, but claim that the im- 











provements, which they have studied carefully, 
will be recognized by the public. 

The principal fault found with skylights is that 
when the putty or cement cracks and chips off 
the edges of the glass are left exposed. As they | 
use no putty or cement whatever, they claim an 
absolute and permanent water-tight and storm- 
proof skylight. Bickelhoupt Bros. have tried

bining strength and durability in the neatest 
possible manner, with no waste of metal, making 
a bulk without remedying the defects. They 
say that their improvements cannot be deranged 
or get out of order, and that the manner of 
securing the glass is so simple and perfect that 
if broken any person can replace it.

New Fluorescent Dye. 





A Zurich chemist has obtained a new fluores- 
cent dye by acting upon resorcin with oxalic and 
sulphuric acids. It dissolves readily in alkali, 
and dyes silk, as well as mordanted wool, red. 
It resembles eosin in chemical properties. Treat- 
ed with an excess of fuming sulphuric acid it 
dissolves with an orange yellow color, which 
gradually turns to green, blue, and finally a 
beautiful blue. When heated to 212 deg. F. it 
changes to a purple red. When super-saturated 
with dilute caustic soda, the solution turns a 
beautiful carmine red, and exhibits magnificent 
fluorescence.

The Villalgordo del Jucar Paper Mill 
in Spain.

The paper mill of Villalgordo del Jucar is sit- 
uated on the frontiers of the provinces of Al- 
bacete and Cuenca, eight miles from the railway 
from Madrid to Valencia, and is the largest in 
the country.

It has 5 rotary boilers, 2 iron sta- | 
tionary vats for boiling esparto grass, 36 pulp 
engines, 1 Kingsland engine, 3 Fourdrinier ma- 
chines, two 62 and one 48 inches in width, 6 | 


printing presses, and 3 steam boilers of 00 | 
horse power each. It is built on the river El 

Jucar, which supplies it with 3,000 gallons of 
water per second, and gives a fall of 22 feet. 
The motive power comprises 12 turbines, system 
Jonval, the whole giving a power of 650 horses. 
The manufacture comprises cigarette, news and 
postage stamp paper, also paper for tobacco 
wrappers, with a water-mark representing the 
Spanish crown, all done under contract with the 
Spanish Government. Straw and esparto grass 
are also worked up in the mill, which has all the 
necessary apparatus for recovering the soda. 
There isa flour mill annexed to the building, 
with ten millstones; a turbine of 120-horse 
power gives the inotive power. Another mill 
situated further down has been recently pur- 
chased, and will be devoted to the manufacture 
of pulp on a scale sufficient to supply the other 
mills. The mill is the property of Mme. Veuve | 
Gosalvez & Sons, and August Kaindler, who has | 
been traveling during the past year in this coun- 
try and who erected a new mill in Mexico, was 
superintendent for three years.

Really it is almost depressing to say anything 
now respecting trade. The summer has gone 
and autumn, with quick and chilly stride, has 
overtaken us. The summer leaves no traces of 
commercial prosperity, and autumn brings no 
hopes of future gladness. Everybody is chilled, 
and every trade is dead. Business seems to have 
taken to itself wings and fled. I saw a great 
many people engaged in our trade during the 
past week and all complain bitterly. There are 


no orders scarcely, and what there are amount | 


to nothing but discouragement. Buyers actually 
expect still lower prices judging from prices 
offered. I know of an order for ten to twenty 
tons of good brown paper at 12s. to 12s. 6d. per 
ewt., of course less 5 per cent. discount. Fancy, 
‘good ” brown selling at that price! A bid was 
made of 16s., but refused in a most unceremoni- 
ous manner. I was informed of another in- 
stance of a Lancashire mill’s traveler offering 
really good small hand, equal to south country 


| make at 4s. 9d. a ream, delivered at 3s. 8d. This 


is the way our mills are cutting into each other, 
and there is much speculation as to how they 
do it. Whether it will last or not is, I think, a 
very easy problem to solve. Our mills are 
closing, easing and curtailing their turn-out in 
all directions, but in spite of it all prices do not 
improve. I have ventured to make a few re- 
marks upon this matter lower down. Our home 
markets are inactive and depressed. Coals are 
Som sat fibres onek the same as last week.

Chemicals have not improved. The prospect is 
gloomy. It is reported that large contracts in 
alkali are being arranged. The prices now are 
very low and extremely favorable to buyers, 
who are very unreasonable to expect much 
lower rates in the face of winter approaching. 
Should the war be peacefully terminated after 
this campaign—a not very likely circumstance 
I fear—there will be an advance in all our 
produce. But now if the worst come and another 
year of horror and stagnation is to be indured, 
prices of chemicals cannot possibly be much 
lower, as they are fast approaching cost-price 
of production. 

I have very little mill news this week. The 
most important is the closing of Surdland Mill 
to half time. No stock exists at this mill, but 
the manager very wisely refuses to run stock. 
Considering there are some thousands of tons of 
stock lying about London alone, it is hardly 
worth while increasing the supply of such un- 
salable material. 

The London Standard advertises for 17,000 
reams of paper. I expect there will be a few 
tenders. 

The condition of our home trade is now as- 
suming a very grave aspect. It appears to me 
that our paper-makers are not altogether blame- 
less for the present state of affairs. I greatly 
respect our paper-makers as a class of men who 
are enduring a tremendous struggle against very 
hard times. But I cannot help thinking they 
have adopted a wrong policy throughout. In- 
stead of reducing the amount of paper made, 
and supplying quality for quantity, there has 
been a falling off in the character of the paper, 
until, of course, prices were led downwards to a 
very low figure. Then the foreigner began to 
compete with his more carefully prepared and 
better-looking paper. The cry has been over- 
production and foreign competition, both due 
entirely to one and the same cause. I have seen 


samples of news so loaded with clay that the | 
ton; 


paper actually would not stand the ordinary 
manipulation at the printing machine. What is 
the use of making such bad paper! It simply puts

Trade is still very much depressed, and al- 
though nothing can be expected of a stirring 
character at this time of year times are unusu- 
ally bad. There must be something radically 
wrong with our trade to allow such depression 
as exists just now. It is lamentable to hear the 
discouraging character of the reports of various 
paper-makers about business. Our P. M. M. 
Journal says: ‘‘ At present all kind of paper is 
in the market at rates which cannot last if the 
trade is to continue and that is, perhaps, the 
best reason to expect improvement. Prices can- 
not go much lower unless English paper-makers, 
not satisfied with competing with foreigners, in- 
tend to enter into a ruinous contest with each 
other.” This describes the state of affairs accur- 
ately enough. It is the cutting out policy of the 
present day which has brought all business and 
even professions to wreck. Inferior quality for 
cheaper outlay seems to be the foundation 
stone of all trade now, and it can hardly be 
wondered at that the house should fall. It has 
been acknowledged for some time past that a 
great deal of paper has been sold at prices 
which must have been, in an ordinary way, a 
Paper is 
paper after all, and if it is thrown into the mar- 
ket of such quality as to seriously compromise its 
nature and even its name, it is quite natural that 
prices should fall. The reason why the finer 
writings and other good grades of paper have 
stood the test of hard times so well is simply that 
they have maintained their quality. If a cele- 
brated brand of paper was to lose its celebrity 
for quality, down would come the price. But 
from all I hear the fine papers are selling well 
and at good prices. It is among the medium and 
lower classes of papers that so much misery 
exists, and it is exactly these grades of paper 
which have fallen off so materially in quality. 
There is no excuse for this fact. Raw materials, 
coals, and chemicals never were so cheap. We 
can get Esparto at £7 a ton; soda ash at £7 a 
caustic soda at £11 10s. a ton; bleaching 
powder at £5 a ton; alum cake, £4 10s. a ton, 
and labor is decidedly cheaper than it was a few 
years ago. Yet with all these advantages paper 
gets worse and worse. Makers have sunk their 
quality to meet buyers. Instead of resolutely 
standing out against the offers of low prices, 
paper has been made to suit the offered quota- 
tions, whereas the quotations ought to have 
risen to the quality of the paper. 

Our position now is a very disagreeable one to 
contemplate. Foreigners, seeing how the stream 
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ran, sneaked in with cheap papers, got orders, 
sold lots of paper, and glutted the market at 
last. Our makers, anxious to stop this, have cut 
under them, and there was a grand accumula 
tion of paper—rotten, good for nothing, and 
truly fit to be sold as job lots.. Plenty of it lays 
These job sales have been highly 
injurious to trade.

A CORRESPONDENT asks if there is a work 
on bleaching which treats of extracting the 
color from rags, so as to make them white, 
without hurting or reducing them to pulp. 
We do not know of any such treatise, but 
understand that experiments to this end 
have been in progress in this city for some 
time, and that the parties interested in the 
process claim to have achieved success. 
Their methods, however, are kept secret, 
and we have not seen anything yet to 
justify the belief that this kind of bleach- 


ing is practicable. 





Tue full rains of the last week left the 
New York State mills in running condition, 
and, as predicted, the new stock of straw 
wrappings has been put into this market in 
large quantities. The cost of these goods 
having only been about two-thirds of the 
expense of the old stock, enables the manu- 
facturers to offer them at prices which have 
weakened the market and made the busi- 
ness assume a discouraging appearance for 
the time. Prices have also fallen off one- 


half a cent, but better times are hoped for. 





THE present derangement in the market 
and the unsettled prices of fine writings 
are the results of the breaking up of the 
Association which aimed to give stability to 
these goods and establish regular values; 
and also of the prevailing impression among 
dealers—based 
and a weak market—that writings will fall 
lower and have not reached the bottom 
price. It is an unfortunate state of affairs, 
when there is no standard valuation for the 
finest grades of goods, when prices are 
mainly nominal, because dealers have no 
regular quotable rates, and when sales are 
known to be made below figures which are

price of superfine loft-dried flat papers at 
nineteen cents, and resolved that not more 
than four months’ time should be allowed 
to dealers. Before the combination had 
existed any length of time sales took place 
above and below the designated price, and 
without any regard to the understanding; 
while in regard to time the contract was 
violated by agreements that notes should 
be renewed, thus in some cases doubling 
the time of payment. These things, to- 
gether with other evasions, could not be 
done in a corner, and soon it became 
an open secret that the resolutions were 
technically obeyed and openly violated. It 
required only a short time to ignore even 
the pretense of conformity to agreement, 
and thus by general consent the Association 
became dissolved. The result is the condi- 
tion of affairs mentioned, in which prices of 
superfine, loft-dried flat papers have gone as 
low as seventeen cents. Fine loft-dried are 
known to have exchanged hands at fifteen 
cents, the best ledgers at twenty cents, 
the best engine-sized at thirteen cents, and 
the second grade of engine-sized as low as 
twelve cents. These are not the prices of 
the street, which have no standard value 
except in a general way, while buyers will 
not appear in any numbers so long as 
the unstable condition of affairs continues. 
In this exigency, which is keenly felt by 
those most interested, including both mill-

More About Cutter Girls. 





To the Editor of The Journal : 

Your correspondent, ‘‘Cutter Girl,” may, per- 
haps, be a good hand at buying and selling old 
machinery, but so far as paper making is con- 
cerned, his ideas are rather thin. He says, “I 
have known the theoretical manager, prompted 
by some sneak of a machine tender, give orders 
that during any interval, by night or day, when 
the cutter was stopped, the girls were not to be 
allowed to read, to sew, or even to lay their 
heads on the bench.” For every cutter girl that 
will either read or sew you will find fifty that 
would prefer to lay their heads on the bench; 
and if the machine tender is to be held account- 
able for thé work, as I believe is the case in most 
of the mills, and if there is anything to prevent 
his coming up to the mark or executing faithful- 
ly that which he is expected to perform, it is the 
duty of the machine tender to inform the mana- 
ger. Then it is the manager’s place, let him be 
practical or theoretical, to have the nuisance 
abated forthwith. Your correspondent reminds 
me a good deal of a manager that I once worked 
for in the State of Pennsylvania. He was a great 
lover of girls, especially those that worked on 
the cutter. One night he kept a cutter girl away 
from her work until the reels were filled to their 
utmost capacity. He happened to be the first to 
make his appearance, and when he came in he 
commenced to tear the paper off from one of the 
reels, and he did not stop until he had robbed the 
reel of its contents, throwing the paper into the 
broken box to be worked over again. Some of 
your readers may perhaps think that he was 
| crazy, but he was not. He was theoretical. Had

| he been a practical paper maker and consulted 
| his own interests and those of his employers, it 
| would have been better for him to have shut 
| down the machine for a full hour, until he got 
| through talking or whatever he was doing. To 
| accomplish anything like good results in paper 
making, or I believe any other kind of business, 
| it is requisite, in the first place, that the mana- 
ger should be thoroughly practical; then come a 
host of other requisites. Bearing in mind that 
he is working on other peoples’ capital he should 
have no favorites.

| The California Cactus as a Material for 


Paper Manufacture. 





To the Editor of The Journal: 


The cactus (yucca draconis), which is found in | 


large quantities in the south of California, is a 
fibre which is altogether different from the ma- 


terials hitherto used in paper makig. Its threads | 


are not long and tough and capable of being 


woven, like those of the maguey (agave Mexi- 


cana), or like the fibre of the malpighiacca, | 


The Califor- 
nia cactus is composed of short and closely-woven 
fibres, forming a natural textile, which is very 
elastic, and which -growing in layers .one over 
the other, constitute a tree whose diameter varies 
from eighteen inches to thirty inches, with a 
height of about ten feet. Some of the trees grow 
quite straight and without branches, and termin- 
ate in a bunch of long narrow leaves, which are 
also of a fibrous character. There are others, 
however, which have a large number of branches 
of fantastic curves; some grow from the topof 
the tree downward, so as to have the culminating 
bouquet quite near the trunk and only about a 
foot from the ground. The cactus grows in the 
Desert of Mojave, between the 34th and 35th par- 


which grows extensively in Brazil. 


allelsof latitude, and between the stations of Mo- | 
jave and Ravena. The Southern Pacific Railway 


traverses this hot and arid region from north to 
south, and as the cactus lies mostly in the coun- 
try to the east and west, it would be necessary to 


construct a branch line in case the material be- | 
comes an article of commerce, so asto penetrate | 


into the interior of the country. Although they 
are in great numbers, the cactus trees do not 
grow near one another like forest trees; a space 
of from seven to eight and even fifteen feet di- 
vides them. The soil isa fine warm sand, re- 
sembling that on a seashore, and for a depth of 
two feet is very dry, but on digging deeper water 
is found. The railway has stations in this 
desert, which are solely for supplying the locol 
motives with water. A pump, with a windmil- 
as motor, performs this work. The wind in this 
part of California is very strong and hot. 

To the southwest of the desert, but still on the 
railway line from Los Angeles, and at sixty 
miles from that city is an oasis, and in its centre 
the station of Ravena, near the Soledad Pass. 
Here a small mill has been built for working the 
cactus into paper pulp. A small stream, which 
rises a mile above the station, can furnish with 
a fall of forty feet a motive power of from fif- 
teen to twenty horses, but the cheapness of wood, 
which costs from $2.25 to $2.50 the cord, will 
allow steam to be used with advantage. The 
mill has the very best position for working the 
cactus into pulp, as it is only about a hundred 
yards from the station, and two miles further on 
the desert begins again with a different vegeta- 
tion, which extends as far as Lus Angeles, The 
cactus are cut in the desert and brought to the 
station of Lancaster, and loaded on wagons at 
the cost of $2 per cord. From Lancaster to 
Ravena the distance is thirty miles, and the rail- 
road charges $1 per cord for the freight, The 
lands surrounding the railway are divided into 
sections, and belong to the Government and to 
the company. The Government collects an 
annual tax of 25 cents per acre, and at the end 
of three years, by paying $1 per acre, the owner- 
ship may be acquired. The price of the cactus 
delivered at the station, is calculated at $4 per 


cord. 

The cactus being a strong (resisting) and clean 
textile, it isan excellent material for the manu- 
facture of book and wrapping papers, but the 
elasticity of the fibre is so great that particular 
care must be taken in the boiling. 

The following is the method employed in the 
Soledad mill, which is not provided with proper 
machinery for this kind of work: The cactus 
are put in heaps and burned, so as to strip them 
of the bark; this operation is performed in the 
desert. They are then put on wagons and car- 
ried to the mill, where two men are set to scrape 
off the burned part, but as the flame has pene- 
trated and blackened the fibres, this cannot be 
fully attained. The trees are sawn into strips 
three inches thick and placed in a decorti- 
cator; then three wooden vats are filled, a 
solution of lime is added, in no fixed proportion, 
however, and the exhaust of the steam engine per- 
forms the boiling for twenty-four hours. The 
fibres are taken out of the vats, and two rag en- 
gines, each of a capacity of 650 pounds, are 
filled for the washing, which is done in two or 
three hours. 

The result is not a half stuff which can be im- 
mediately transformed into paper; the boiling 
having had no effect on the fibres, the washing 
is not complete, and the stuff is grayish and hard 
to the touch. This half stuff is spread out in the 
sun, and with a humidity of 25 per cent. is put 
on the wagons; it is neither pressed nor covered, 
and is thus brought to the mill at Lick, near 
Santa Clara. This journey costs $6.25 per ton. 
The stuff is here boiled again in a rotary boiler 
with caustic soda, then washed and beater and 
finally made into wrapping paper upon a cylinder 
machine 48 inches wide. 

The average price of labor is $2.50 per day; 
the freight of the chemicals from San Francisco 
to Ravena is $14 per ton, and wood costs at the 
mill of Santa Clara $5 per cord, and Californian 
coal $6 per ton. 

The daily consumption of paper in California 
is estimated at from 15 to 20 tons. A mill at 
Ravena capable of turning out five tons could 
hardly fail of being a complete success, but it 
would be necessary to have the pulp and the 
paper manufactured at the same place, and not 
as at present, one-half at Ravena, and the other 
at Santa Clara, places 400 miles from each other. 

The estimate furnished to George B. Walker 
fora mill capable of turning out five tons of 
paper, amounts to $50,000; this includes the pur- 
chase of all the machinery requisite for the en-

British Trade Report. 


The best that can be said of the business of the 
past month is that everything has been as dull 
as could be expected in September. The lower 
rates of coals and an easier market in chemicals 
have not been sufficient to compensate for the 
extremely low prices now obtainable, and even 
from these unremunerative rates it is the custom 
to demand discounts—a system which has been 
fostered by sellers of job lots and manufacturers 
who are willing to make a sacrifice, in order to 
clear away their over-productions. At present 
all kind of paper is in the market at rates which 
cannot last if the trade is to comtinue, and that 
is, perhaps, the best reason to expect improve- 
ment. Prices cannot go much lower unless 
English paper-makers, not satisfied with com- 
peting with foreigners, intend to enter into a 
ruinous contest with each other. News is often 
sold considerably lower now than it was a year 
ago.—Paper-Makers’ Monthly Journal.

The proportions of soda ash used in preparing 
esparto for paper, are said to be 44 to 46 pounds 
of soda ash to 240 pounds of Oran esparto, 50 
pounds soda ash to 240 pounds of Tripoli esparto. 
The soda ash should be of the usual strength. 
For bleaching powder there is no rule and paper 
makers add it a-cording to the degree of white- 
ness needed. 

A treatise on the use of belting for the trans- 
mission of power, by John H. Cooper, M.E., has 
been published by Claxton, Remsen & Haffel- 
finger, Philadelphia. Portions of this work were 
originally printed in the ‘‘ Journal of the Frank- 
lin Institute.” It is now rearranged, greatly en- 
larged, and made of practical value by full and 
plain explanations, systematized under their 
appropriate departments. It embodies rules, 
data, and varieties of belting, methods of belt 
and rope transmission, strength of belting leather, 
experiments on the tension of leather belts, 
cement adhesives and fastening of belts, trans- 
mission of force by belts and pulleys, frictional 
gearing, &c., &c. In addition to the practical 
experience of the author, he has embodied a vast 
amount of information contributed by parties 
engaged in and putting to practical tests the 
various uses of belting.

THE MONEY MARKET.—tThe money mar- 
ket ruled easy in the early part of the week, but 
towards the close was unsteady and somewhat 
feverish. Money on call has loaned at 4 per 
cent. and 7 per cent. The majority of transac- 
tions were at the latter figure, and with the cur- 
rency movement against this centre there is lit- 
tle disposition to loan money below that figure. 
Prime merciuntile paper sold at 7 per cent. to 8 
per cent. 

Government bonds were steady in tone 
throughout the week, and towards the last be- 
came firm in sympathy with theadvance in gold. 

Banks and trust companies are doing nothing 
below 5 per cent., and some are obtaining 7. Com- 
mercial paper of strictly first-class and of short 
date only is taken. The lowest rate at which 
any names can be placed is 7 per cent., except it 
be short indorsed bills receivable, which can be 
sold at 6 to 614. 

Early in the week gold was weak and fell 
steadily to 10214; then it rallied and advanced to 
108 3-16, but afterwards fell off on news of ad- 
vance in consols in Londen. The quotations for

THE PAPER TRADE.—A very moderate 
business has taken place during the past week. 
The transactions cannot be called satisfactory to 
dealers, and there has not been that amount of 
trade transacted which was anticipated a month 
ago. Still the feeling is hopeful, and there is an 
absence of gloom and despondency which half a 
year ago were manifested when transactions 
were few. Fine Papers are in large stock and 
there are few purchasers. The mills have been 
making large quantities and the market is over- 
stocked. This, combined with the breaking up 
of the association, has altogether disturbed the 
market, and prices are merely nominal. Small 
lots of Supertine Loft-dried Flats have sold for 
17¢c., but there is reported the sale of a large 
lot by one of the mills for 17c. net, cash, and 
while the market may generally be said to rule 
lge. higher, special transactions can be consum- 
mated at the lower figure. Fine Loft-dried Flats 
are generally quoted at 15¢c. to 16c., but there 
have been sales of special lots at 15c. A pur- 
chase at 15\¢c. on three months’ time favored the 
buyer with the 7 per cent. discount on his note, 
thus reducing the cost to about 1544c. The best 
Engine-sized Flats are generally held at 13}¢c., 
but large lots have exchanged hands at one-half 
a cent lower. Second class Engine-sized Flats 
have been sold as low as 12c., although the mill 
owners are generally asking 12!¢c. on three, 
four, and even six months’ time. Desirable con- 
tracts, however, have been made on time as low 
as 12}¢c. There has been a decided falling off in 
country orders and city dealers cannot be in- 
duced to purchase beyond the necessities of the 
hour. With all the small trade there is hopeful- 
ness which is everywhere noticeable, and limited 
business does not cause despondency. The ephe- 
meral movement in Book Papers bids fair to last 
throughout the holiday season, and trade is fair. 
Pure Manillas are as scarce and high asever, and 
grades which contain more or less wood but are 
not characterized as Bogus are selling from 7c. 
to 9c., according to quality. The call for News 
remains about the same. There is a steady but 
limited demand which varies little from week to 
week, the wants remaining unchanged. As was 
anticipated, the market for Straw Wrappings 
has become much depressed. An abundance of

Sales of Air-dried State and Penn- 
sylvania have been made at $50 to $55 per ton. 
Binders’ Boards exhibit a seasonable briskness in 
response to binders’ orders based on the holiday 
call. They are selling from $65 to $95 per ton, 
according to quality. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCKS.— 
This market may be called a trifle better than 
last week, and a better feeling is observable. 

| This is specially the case in low grades of Cotton 

Rags, which are selling more freely at slightly 
advanced rates. The call for Paper Shavings 
has also been somewhat better, while in Linen 
Rags jobbing lots move with a trifle more activ- 
ity. The imports have not been quite so numer- 
ous the past week as during the month previous, 
although they have been mostly to fill orders for 
some time past. The arrivals for the week foot 
up 1,315 bales Rags, 1,075 bales Old Papers, and 
1,344 bales Manilla stocks. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market is quite dull and 
prices are drooping. The sales since our last 
issue have been about 1,000 bales on the spot at 
3hec. to 34¢c., at which price the market closes. 
The only arrival during the week has been 1,884 
bales at this port on the Mary Stenhouse. The 
stock to-day consists of 11,600 bales in this city 

and 5,300 bales in Boston, or 16,900 bales alto- 
gether. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—For some qualities there 
is a fair activity in this market. For inferior 
grades there is a trifle less doing. There is 
hardly anything doing in Foreign Rags excent 
on orders, and the movement in Domestics is 
therefore sustained. The feeling is generally 
hopeful, although sales have not been in very 
large lots. Good Packings continue to be in fair 
demand and meet with ready sale. Poor Pack- 
ings in their abundance are a burden to holders, 
who offer them at all prices, thus deranging the 
market. Sales are reported of 70 tons City Sec- 
onds on private terms, supposed to be 2c., and 
150 bales good City Seconds exchanged owners 
at 2<c. Sales are reported also of 30 tons No. 2 
City Whites at 3c. 

BAGGINGS.—Late advices from England 
show an advance in the prices of Baggings, and 
as a consequence, there has been little doing in 
the prime grades, buyers and sellers being com- 
pletely at variance as to figures. The latter 
offer 2%c. for No. 1 Gunny Baggings, and even 
7c. have been tendered; the sellers, however, 
claim ‘that they cannot realize more than cost 
at these figures, and ask 3c. In No. 1 Gunnies, 
therefore, there have been no sales during the 
past week, and deliveries only on contracts. 
The depression in the price of Jute Butts affects 
the market unfavorably, while the resumption 
of the mills gives encouragement for the future. 
The market for No. 2 Gunny Baggings is a trifle 
better, and sales of 20 tons are reported at 2c., 
and 15 tons do. at 2c., while 30 tons No. 1 Bur- 
laps sold for 34,c. The market for Rope shows 
decided improvement, and sales include 18 tons 
Grass Rope at 3%c., and 70 tons at 3%c. 

; OLD PAPERS.—The prices vary according 
to the character of the goods offered for sale. 
There are reported sales of 30 tons Heavy Book 
Stock at 4'¢c. ; 25 tons do. at 4%c. ; 20 tons Light 
Book Stock at 2%c.; 4 tons Manilla Clippings at 
4c., and 15 tons Ledger Stock on private terms. 

WOOD PULP.—The heavy stocks which were 
laid in two or three weeks ago in anticipation of 
the action of the Wood Pulp manufacturers 
have not yet been worked off, and there is con 
sequently little call for the articles. The sales 
include 30 tons at the prescribed figure, 31¢c. 


STRAW.—The market is steady, and prices 
remain unchanged. We quote 55c. to 60c. for 
Long Rye; 45c. for Short Rye, and 45c. to 50c. 
for Oat. 


ROSINS—Are quiet, but there is no change in 
prices. The following are the quotations: Good 
Strained at $1.80; Common do. at $1.70; E. at 
$1.90; F. at $2.00; G. at $2.124¢; H. at $2.25; L 
at $2.30 to $2.35; K. at $2.50 to $2.874¢; M.

CHEMICALS.—There has been hardly any 
change in the market. Soda Ash has advanced 
slightly, and Sal Soda has shared in the increase.

currency; 50 tons Caustic Soda Ash at 1.90c. 
gold; 50 drums 60 per cent. Caustic Soda at 4.30c. 
gold ; 50 tons Sal Soda at 1.32!¢c. gold; 100 barrels 
Lump Alum at 2%¢c. currency; 100 barrels 
Ground Alum at 2%c. currency; 75 barrels Pot- 
ash Alum at 2%c. currency; 50 barrels Con- 
centrated Alum at 25c. currency; 150 barrels 
Natrona Porous Alum at 3c. currency; 25 tons 
Aluminous Cake at 2%¢c. currency; 10 casks 
Yellow Prussiate at 24c. currency; 10 casks 
Bichromate at 12%c. currency.

The Pennsyl- 
vania Coal Company reduced their price list in 
sequel to the resumption of work by their 
miners. The endeavor is to regain a foothold 
on the market. Lehigh is reported in good de- 
mand. Trade in Bituminous is quiet without 
change of quotations. Saward’s Coal Trade 
Journal says: ‘Shipments from the New York 
ports do not come up to the mark by many 
points. To New York, the Hudson River, along 
the Sound and the canals of the State, this (Phil- 
adelphia and Reading) company has been doing 
a heavy tonnage this year, from the imbecility 
of the operatives of the other districts, who have 
staid idle, on principle, and given their competi- 
tor an opportunity to gain a foothold in mar- 
kets where heretofore Schuylkill was but a 
name, not a reality. Prices for this coal on new 


offers; and as was remarked in this connection 
last week, dealers are too apt to discount the 
company’s price for this coal. We refer to the 
fact that the company is paying men on a high- 
er basis than would appear to be warranted by 
the market, in order to satisfy, if possible, the 
grumblers for ‘More! More!!’ The propor- 
tion of the price realized paid for labor, is much 
larger than they are apt to give credit for.”
